JONES IS MORRISON. 


ELGIN MAN POSITIVELY IDENTIFIES 
THE STAMP FPORGER. 


Express Agent Says the Prisoner Shipped 
Stamps to Thompson and his Signature 
Is That Given in the Letter to “The 
Tribune” — His Accomplice, “ Mrs. 
Mack,” Is Tinsey McMillan of Chicago, 
a Femaie Crook Well Known to the 
Secret Service Men, 


Charlés ©. Jones, the newspaper artist. was 
positively identified at 1 o clock this morn- 
ing as the mysterious George Morrison, deal- 
erin counterfeit stamps. His arrest—as told 
exclusively in Tue Trisuns of yesterday— 
was based on strong circumstantial evidence. 
Athis preliminary hearing yesterday after- 
noon before United States Commissioner 
Humphrey Capt. Porter said he would show 
that Jones was, beyond doubt the man 
Morrison wanted for the utterance of 
the bogus stamps.

Mr. Holden started for Frita & Co.’s 
molding factory, a short distance away, 
leaving Johnson at work and little George 
playing about the room. Mr. Holden had not 
been gone two minutes when Mrs. Der Rocher, 
looking out of her rear window, saw Johnson 
stagger out tbe back door of the factory. His 
face was horribly contorted and his body 
writhed in agony. He suddenly clutched his 
throat ané fell across the steps foaming at the 
mouth. Almost immediatety little George 
appeared in the doorway. He was screaming 
arid moaning and also fell. Mr. Holden came 
up at the moment and picking up his boy 
carried him to Mrs: Der Rocher’s‘house.

WILL MAINTAIN DOWN-TOWN CHURCHES 


Methodists Solidly Against Giving Up Any 
Ground Gained—For New Revenues. 
Methodism’s flag Will continue to float at 
Ciark and Washington streets and the down- 
town districts—the slums particularly—will 
be the scene of incregsed aggressive Christian 
work. ‘Shall Down-Town Churches Be 
- Abandoned?” was the question discussed at a 
+ meeting of the Methodist Social Union last 
night and the sentiment, strongly expressed, 
was not only against abandonment of the 
churches in ‘“‘ business Chicago,’’ but that no 
foot of ground once used for religious pur- 
poses should ever be given up. 

It came out during Dr. Traveller’s remarks 
that today would undoubteily see the gift of 
a piece of land on Parnell avenue, between 
Thirty-first and Thirty-second streets, to the 
use of the church. The land will be given by 
F,. Wilson of the Western Avenue Church. An 
institutional church building will be erected 
there—that is, one containing kindergarten, 
industrial school. and other useful features, 
asan adjunct to religious teaching. L. W, 
Messer of the Young Men’s Christian Associa- 
tion read a report showing the poverty and 
crime which exist in the central slum sec- 
tion of Chicago. J. B. Hobts said that the 
church should be aggressive, and that 
it tailed-in its duty if it abandoned 
territory. He wanted the Wabash Avenue 
Church enlarged in its scope so that it would 
meet the requirements of tne district in which 
itis placed. xeorge W, Chamberlin also 
asked for uggressiveness. He would like to 
see, he said, a big business block put up on 
the site of the First Methodist Church and the 
income devoted to work in the district where 
such work could be best applied. 

N. W. Harris, the banker, spoke in favor of 
the business block idea at Clark and Washing- 
ton streets, though the advucacy did not nec- 
essarily carry with it the idea’ of not main- 
taining a church within the building. 


EASTERN NEW JERSEY FOREST FIRES, 


Attempts to Subdue the Flames by Bucket 
a Brigades, 

Egg Harbor, N. J., April 18.—The largest 
forest fire of the season is burning between 
this city and Pomenaria.

So it Takes Vigorous Exception. 


‘*Tt was because so much prominence was 
given Mr. McConnell’s utterance,’ said a 
member. “‘that we all took such strong ex- 
ception to what he said. Everybody knows 
the Iroquois club stands for hard money. To 
have an interview with its executive officer 
set forth with emphasis as to its importance, 
chiefly on account of his official connection 
with the club, had the appearance of putting 
the o*ganization in a false light.”

CAUGHT IN LO’S TRAP 


SHERIFF MULLIN TAKEN IN TRYING 
TO ARREST INDIANS. 


Goes Alone to the Winnebago Reservation 
to Act Against the Wishes of the Indian 
Agent Beck, and His Aboriginal Po- 
licemen Put the County Officer in Hand. 
cuffseeP robable Outcome of the Trouble 
Conflicting Reports About the Indian 
War. 

Pender, Neb., April 18.—[Speciak.}]—Sheriff 
Mullin left for the Winnebago Reservation 
this morning to arrest the Indian police. 
The police got the best of him seven miles 
from here and after handcuffing him 
marched him off to the agency to Capt. Beck, 
the agent. | 

The trouble of which the above sensational! 
action is the result grows out of the refusal 
of the Flournoy Land company and its les- 
sees of Indian lands to vacate the 
property in favor of ‘persons to 
whom Capt. Beck has leased direct- 
ly. The Flournoy company leased the land 
from the Indians themselves, while the 
other faction leased from the agent. The 
Indian police are with Beck, acting under his 
orders, while the Flournoy company is up- 
held by the Sheriff. A few days ago the 
Sheriff went out to arrest the Indian police 
for unlawful assemblage and Lo hid him- 
self. This time the Indians did not hide. 

Excitement is high tonight and everybody 
is on the anxious seat. Nothing new had 
been heard up to 9 o’clock tonight in regard 
to Sheriff Mullin’s arrest by the Indians. It 
is believed, however, he has been taken to 
Dakota City for a preliminary hearing be- 
fore United States Commissioner Spencer. 
No effort is being made to release him from 
the custody of Capt. Beck until word can be 
received from the Attorney-General. But 
in the event of the Sheriff being held by Beck 
he will probably be released tomorrow on a 
writ of habeas corpus. 

There are conflicting rumors regarding the 
manner in which the Sheriff was arrested. 
One rumor says that when the Sheriff ar- 
rived at Waterman’s place three or four of 
the Indians seized the Sheriff and hand- 
cuffed him, while others stood around with 
drawn revolvers. This story seems to be 
the most authentic. 

While a good many were today inclined to 
censure the Sheriff for attempting the ar- 
rest alone, it is now believed that he acted 
wisely, for it is believed that had a posse 
- espe went several lives would have been 
ost. 

The action of this morning confirms the 
story set afloat some time ago that Beck 
had instructed his police to resist arrest by 
civil authorities. 

Midnight—At 10:30 the Sheriff returned to 
Pender. He had been taken before a Justice 
of the Peace and released on bail. 

He at once secured a posse of six men and 
started for the reservation, declar his in- 
tention to arrest Agent Beck and all his 
special Indian police. It is believed the 
Sheriff will be arrested again. 


CONFLICTING INDIAN WAR TALES, 


One Courier Has It That Three Men Lose Life 
in a Battle. 

Guthrie, Ok., April 18.—[{Special.]—There 
are so many conflicting stories brought by 
couriers from Tishomingo today that it is 
difficult to ascertain the truth of the alleged 
Indian revolution. John Grayson, a trader, 
brings information to the effect that the in- 
surgent force is led by Brown D. Rothers 
and McGill, half-breeds, who originated the 
trouble by attacking Gov. Moseley because 
they were not confirmed as Sheriffs, were 
chased to the mountains, three miles from 
the capital, where they turned on their pur- 
Suers, composed of Sheriffs and constables 
backed by Moseley, and a bloody battle fol- 
lowed in which three men were shot dead 
and five wounded. Another story is to the 
effect that the full-blood Indians have been 
persuaded to take up arms against the 
government by the insurrectionists. Filled 
with firewater, the Indians are scouring 
the country, ransacking the homes of the 
quiet farmers, committing outrages, and 
otherwise terrorizing the whole nation. Gov. 
Moseley remains at Tishomingo and is arm- 
ing hundreds of men who are rushing to 
the town to put down the rebellion. Mc- 
Gill, one of the insurrectionists, is an old 
scout and was connected with the Redpath 
revolution in the Northwest. 


SHARP ANSWER TO DR. PARKHURST, 


His Thrust at the New Woman Evokes a 
Pertinent Response. 

In writing recently of ‘The True Mission 
of Woman,” the Rev. Charles Parkhurst said: 

The greatest thing a woman can do is to do the 
thing that she was specifically ordained to do, 
and that is to bear children and train them for 
the uses and service of the world they are born 
into, and only such women as are morally or in- 
teliectually incompetent to appreciate the full 
denotement of this, or w1o0 have ater ambi- 
tion for aggressiveness or conspicuity than they 
have for fulfilling eir mission, will be in- 
clined to resent this statement of the case as an 
indignity. : 

This unmistakable thrust at the “new 
woman’’ calls forth the presentation of the 
other side of the question by a Chicagoan. 
Aiter quoting the distinguished divine, she 
writes to THe Trispuns after this fashion: 

_ Ii think Dr. Parkhurst makes a great mistake 
in writing of woman in tiis way. In the first 
place I do not hesitate to assert there is not one 
woman in 500 who is at present earning her own 
living, whether in a high position or a low one. 
whether she be old or young, who would not 
gladly leave it ali for a happy domestic life. I 
think it would be difficult to tind the woman who 
has so little of the mother love in ber composi- 
tion as to make her deliberately forego the clas 
of baby fingers, the lisp of baby. tongues, an 
enter upon the sordid life of a wage-earfner, with 
so little to compensate her aside from the al- 
mighty dollar. 

Were it possible to trace down each individual 
case of women in public life I think it would be 
found that each and every one has been driven to 
it by force of adverse circumstances. In many a 
home the wife or daughter is compelled to go out 
and wage battle with the world simply, because 
the husband or father has become incompetent 
to do so through illness, old age, dissolute hab- 
its, or some similarcause. Men must not forget, 
on the other hand, that they have made women 
what they are, and if they would confine women 
to the domestic sphere alone they must first show 
themselves fit to become.,companions. 

The average woman of today looks with con- 
tempt on the average man, with all his vices, 
great and small, and within :- herself 
resolves that, much as she would prefer 
a happy domestic life, she will not consent to 
descend to his level, and insists that he must 
bring to her a life as free from vice and pollution 
as he demands of her; that thera shall not bea 
separate law for the man and the woman. While 
it is perfectly true that woman has the greater 
moral influence over and training of the offspring, 
yet let it not be forgotten that the seeded com- 
mand of the decalogue is as true today as it was 
3,500 years ago, There are two sides to this as 
to every question, but when men begin to realize 
that they must give as goud as they receive then 
we shall hear no more prating of the “new wom- 
an’ or the “coming woman,” evidently so dis- 
tasteful to men.

NOTES FROM THE NATIONAL CAPITAL, 


Senator Morgan Confident That Britain’s 
Bering Sea Claims Are Wrong. 

Washington, D.C., April 18.—Senator Mor- 
gan was asked today for an expression regarding 
the report cabled from London that ‘Sir Julian 
Pauncefote, British Ambassador, had forwarded 
to his government a full statement of the facts 
in the matter of the payment of damages by this 
‘government for the seizure of British vessels, 
and replied that he was perfectly willing to have 
the question invéstigated. “I have,” he said, 
“ such confidence in the fairness and good judg- 
‘ment ofthe British House of Commons that I 
Weel nothifig can be lost by its goimg into the 
matter at length. I ath confident an inquiry into 
the merits of the claim, even outside of the 
Paris award, will convince any one the claims 
are entirely unfounded, extortionate, and 
wrong.

Indorsements of Sound Money by Demo. 
cratic Newspapers. 

Baltimore Sun (Dem.): Advocates of 
sound money are awaking to themecessity 
of presenting their views also to the public. 
and the meeting of the Chicago business- 
men, with the Prédsident’s. letter approving 
its object, is a step in the right direction. 
The monetary question is now the main 
issue. To get it settled right it must be dis- 
cussed by the friends of sound money as‘ 
well as by persons enamored of fiat dollars, 
and the discussion must be carried into the © 
homes of the masses of the people. The 
time for apathy is passed. 

Philadelphia Telegraph (Ind.): There is 
nothing disingenuous in the address. The 
President’s suggestion as to the education 
of the Amerjcean people, without regard to 
party, respecting the truths of monetary 
science, is timely and appropriate. 

Philadelphia Record (Dem.): Mr. Cleve- 
land has not drawn with too free a pen the 
evils to be apprehended from a sudden 
shrinkage of values such as would follow 
the free coinage of silver. The loss would 
fall heaviest on the shoulders of those 
least able to bear it and least 
able to accommodate themselves to the 
new conditions. If the President’s letter 
shall serve to arouse the Nation to the dan- 
szerous nature of the free-silver propa- 
gandism he will have done a great public 
service.

Sanitary District won a victory in the Senate 

this morning, and also.in the subcommittee of 

the House Committee on Drainage and Water- 
ways. Senator Monroe, Chairman of the 

Coinmittee on Drainage and Waterways, re- 

ported the Leeper bill with a recommendation 

that it pass, and that the Humphrey bill, the 
measure of the Chicago folks, be laid on the 
table. Senator Humphrey mioved that the 
report be not concurred in as to:the Chicago 


bill, known as Senate bill 179, and that both 


bills‘be advanced to second reading and made 
a special order for Tuesday. Objections were 
made] by Senator Leeper and other val- 
ley friends, * notwithstanding it had 
beer agreed with Senator Monroe ‘before 
the Senate met that this course should be 
pursued, Senator Humphrey then moved to 
suspend the rules and the Senate got intoa 
tangle, Lieut.-Gov. Gill holding that. the 
body was working under a suspension of the 
rules and that the Littler revenue bill was 
pending as a special order. A(fter the revenue 
bill had been disposed of the question relating 
to the disposition of the drainage bills came 
up and they were made a special order for 
Wednesday morning at 11 o’clock, when both 
bilis come up for. consideration. 

There is an apparent disposition on the part 
of the valley people in the Senate to deal 
more fairly with the Sanitary District, ana it 
is believed that by Wednesday the Leeper bill 
will be amicably disposed of by being placed 
on the table and the origiaal Drainage Dis- 
trict bill be given the right of way. 


Much Livelier in the House. 


There was a much livelier contest in the 
subcommittee of the House Committee on 
Drainage and Waterways this afternoon. The 
| eae gorse held a meeting just after din- 

er and decided to take no action until some 
day next’ week. Representative Jones of 
Cook and Speaker Meyer had a conference 
with President Wenter and Trustee Eckhart 
and it was decided to get the subcommittee 
together again and report the bili to the full 
coinmittee. This was not +o easily done. 
However, after spendingan hour in discussing 
the two bills, the question came to 
an issue on u motion to sub- 
stitute the valley bill for the 
Drainage District bill. The roll was called 
and Hallock of Joliet, who led the fight, 
Daugherty of Peoria, and Ellsworth of La 
Sallie voted aye and Jones, Shanahan, and 
Bringnadeilo of Cook voted no. Klein was 
absent. Chairman Jones ruled the vote was 
a tie, and after some parleying it was decided 
that the only thing to do was to report both 
bilis tothe fuil committee without recom- 
mendation. The full committee will meet 
Wednesday afternoon and wrestie with the 
question. There is every reason to believe 
the full committee will act favorably on the 
Chicago bill. . Jones, Shanahan, and the Cook 
County members on the committee and some 
members from the country are active in the 
interest of the district. 


Normal School Bill Almost a Law. 


S. H. Bethea, accompanied by a number of 
other citizens of Dixon, are here in opposi- 
tion tothe bill for the creation of a State 
normal school to be located at some point in 
Noithwestern Illinois yet. to be determined. 
The bill in question was introduced in the 
Senate early in the session, and it had but 
few friends. Isaac Ellwood of De Kalb came 
here to work for it, Through his efforts 
and those of his friends it. was passed 
by the Senate, approved. by tha 
House Committee on Appropriatons, 
and is now on the order of second 
reading. A number of cities wil! compete far 
this institution if the bill becomes a law. To 
Isaac Ellwood more than any other man will 
be the credit for the institution, no matter 
where it be located. Dixon has a college of 
its own, and some of its citizens believa.a 
State Normal School will interfere with the 
Dixon school. Had the Dixon people come 
here eariier in the session their efforts might 
have been more successiul. They are too late 
now, as tht bill is almost ready to become a 
iaw. The Legislature is disposed to recog- 
nize the demands of Northwestern Illinois 
made in this behaif. The appropriation named 
in the bill is but $50,000, and it does not 
take effect for two years yet. By that time 
the State will be in better financial condition 
than it is today. 


Working ‘for West Park Bills. 


The bills for the improvement of the West 
Park system by the issuance of $900,000 
of bonds and two mills additionai park tax 
have got trrough the Senate and are in the 
House. The Senate today refused to recon- 
sider the vote by which the bond bill passed, 
The contest-over these measures will be in the 
House. A delegation of West Side taxpayers, 
headed by Joseph Downey, the contractor, 
and Ald, Kahler, came here this morning 
to secure, if possible, favorable ~ con- 
sideration of these measures, A great 
many West Side taxpayers complain 
that: money raised for park purposes 
by increased taxation has been frittered 
away without any benefit therefrom. Joseph 
Downey, who is one of the foremest con- 
tractors of the country, says if these biils be- 
come a law he will make it his personal bus- 
iness to see that every dollar is honestly ex: 
pended. Joseph Downey has always been 
considered a man of his word, and there is no 
question. but he means what he says. As a 
private citizen he wouid not have as much 
power in this direction as the West Park 
board. Accompanying the delegation is: -Ed- 
ward S. Dreyer, the banker, who lives on the 
North Side, and is the ‘treasurer of the West 
Park system. 

Street and Elevated Railroad Bills. 


The House Committee on Municipalities 
this afternuon made a favorable report on 
and recommended the passage of the bilils in- 
troduced in the Senate by Mr. Crawford con- 
cerning elevated and street railroads. The 
bill relating to street railroads was not 
amended in committee. The biil referring 
to elevated roads was amended in two partic. 
ulars. The section in relation to crossing 
streets and alieys in the original 
bill was construed to require in addi- 
tion to the permission of municipal- 
ities the consent of property-owners so far as 
the mere crossing of the street was concerned. 
This construction was avoided by amend- 
ment, but the provisions relative to the con- 
sent of the owners of the frontage, which are 
more stringent than under the pre-ent law, 
was unchanged. An amendment was made 
to the bill by a clause allowing stockholders 
in elevated roads to purchase stock in street 
and other elevated roads provided they did 
not parallel each other or were in competi- 
tion. A provision somewhat similar to this 
respecting steam roads is on the statute books 
of the State. The bilis will be reported to the 
House tomorrow and take their place on the 
calendar of Senate bills on second reading.

IN COMMITTEES OF BOTH HOUSES, 


Change in Plan of Investigating Inter- 
State Building Association. 

Springfield, ILll., April 
Committee on Building and Loan Associa- 
tions reconsidered its action of last week in 
recommending the adoption of Mr. Lowen- 
thal’s resvlution for an investigation of the 
Inter-State Buiiding and Loan Association of 
Bloomington, and referred the resolution to 
a subcommittee consisting of Messrs. 
Noling, >Ginson, Revell, Woolsey, and De- 
Laney. This subcommittee was authorized to 
make an investigation of the charges made in 
the resolution. Mr. Lowenthal was rresent 
and vigorously protested against this action, 
and wnen it had been taken he insisted that a 
date be.fixeti for the beginning of the investi- 
gation, but the committee decided to leave 
that to the pleasure of the subcommittee. Mr. 
Lowenthal said that he did not propose to 
have the resolution smothered and that he pro- 
posed to take the resolution into the House‘ 
Mr. Daugherty, Mr. Walieck, and others ob- 
jected to ‘ne appointment of a subcommittee 
on the ground that it would have no power to 
compei the attendance of witnesses or the 
production of books and papers. Chairman 
Noling seid the investigation would begin 
with an examination of the reporis of the 
association in the Auditor’s office, and that 
the committee would probably go to Bloom- 
ington to take testimony there. This is the 
association of which Vice-President Steven- 
son is Presiaent. ' 

The Committee on Education, after hearing 
W. J. Engligh of Chicago in opposition to Mr. 
Merriman’s™’ anti-Catholic’’ bill, postponed 
action on it until next Wednesday. 

The House Committee on Judicial Depart- 
ment and FPractice ordered favorably re- 
ported Mr, Green’s bill providing that a 
special assessment for local improvements 
may be set aside on the ground of fraud, and 
Mr. Daugherty’s bill providing that notaries 
public shall be 21 years of age, citizens of 
the United States, and residents of Lilihgis 
for one year preceding their appointment. 

The Committee on Sanitary Affairs agreed 
upon a committee bill providing for the ex- 
amination and licensing of plumbers as a sub- 
stitute for all pending bills upon the subject. 
The same conimittee ordered favorably re- 
ported Mr. Weston’s bill to regulate the prac- 
tice of ‘medicine in Ililinois; Mr. Mahoney’s 
bill to protect the public from imposition in 
relation to canned and preserved fruit; and 
Mr. McCarthy’s bill to prohibit the sale of 
poisonous drugs without a physician’s pre- 
scription. Mr. Shaffer's anti-cigaret bill and 
Mr. Briscoe’s bill regulating the sale of pro- 
prietary medicines were relerred to subcom- 
mittees, = ‘ 

Chicagoans Talk on Revenue Laws. 


The Committee on Revenue was today ad- 
dressed by Dunlap Smith, President of the 
Chicago Real Estate Board,.and Mr. Part- 
ridge, representing the Civic Federation, on 
the proposed amendments to the revenue 
laws. There were also present William Giles, 
L. A. Seeberger, E. S. Dreyer,- and Corpora- 
tion Counsel Zeisler. The committee agreed 
upon a committee bill which includes the 
main features of the bill prepared by the 
Ciicago Redl Estate Board and the Ferns 
bill\. It provides for a County Supervisor of 
Assessments; an assessment on a certain 
tixed fraction of the actual value, and in- 
creased \publicity of the assessments by pro- 
viding for the entry of the assessments for 
different years in inks of different color. The 
State Boatd of Equalization is left undis- 
turbed, as are also the Town Assessors, al- 
though their powers are somewhat curtailed, 
. The Committee on Municipal Corporations 
ordered favorably reported’ the 
Library bill. as passed by the Senate. It in- 
creases the permanent tax for the Chicago 
Library from one-half mili to one mill, and 
extends the present tax one year to provide 
funds for the erection of anew building. A 
favorable report was ordered also on the bill 
increasing the number \of members of the 
Library Board from nine to tifteen. The 
same committee ordered a favorable report 
on Mr. Farrell’s bill to prohibit gambling by 
the use of slot machines or similar devices; 
the Senate bills introduced by Senator Craw- 
ford providing for the elevaton\of railways 
and regulating the operation ef\ street rail- 
roads, 

Senate Committee Work, 


The Senate Committee on Fees and Salaries 
recommended favorably Senator Kingsbury’s 
bill to prevent pool-seliing and betting on 
horse-racing, and providing a penalty of a 
fine from $25 to $200, and making the win- 
ner liabie tor double the amount wonin a 
civil action. 

The Committee on Municipalities listened 
to a discussion by N. A. Partridge and Sig- 
mund Zeisier of Senator Anthony’s bill. the 
principal object of which is to extend the of.- 
fice ot Mayor to four years and disqualifying 
any Mayor to eiection as his own successor, 
The bili has other radical changes in mu- 
nicipal government, and is the one that was 
drafted at the instance of the Civic Federa- 
tion. The bill was referred toa subcommit- 
tee consisting of Senators Crawford, An- 
thony, Berry, Green, and Bartling. This 
committee was instructed to meet with thé 
committee of the Civic Federation which 
drafted the measure, and if possibie amend 
it so as to meet objections. 

The Committee on Appropriations today 
adopted Senator Hunter’s amendment to the 
house bili providing for the acceptance, care, 
and custody by the State of the Lincoin 
monument and appropriating $30,000 tnere- 
tor. The amendment subgtitutes the State 
Superintendent of Public Instruction for the 
Secretary of State in the board which has 
charge of the property. 


DOUBLE CARBON ELECTRIC LIGHTS, 


The Subject of a Suit Said to Involve Mill. 
ions of Dollars. 

Two large rooms on the second floor of the 
Monadnock Block ten days hence will blaze 
with an electrical illumination such as has 
not been seen in a similar space since the 
World’s Fair closed. Probably not a hun- 
dred people will have an opportunity to see 
it, as interesting as it may be, for the show 
is being prepared as the chief exhibit ina 
forthcoming suit before Judge Showalter 
which will attract the closest attention of 
the electrical manufacturing interests of the 
country. It is an action brought by the 
Brush Electric company against the West- 
ern Electric company to restrain the latter 
from making double carbon arc lamps and 
to compel it to make an accounting for those 
already manufactured. Upon the determi- 
nation of the suit rests many other suits 
brought by the Brush interest invoiving an 
amount claimed to run into millions of 
dollars. 

The General Electric company, it is gen- 
erally understood, is the real plaintiff by vir- 
tue of its relations with the Brush company. 
The latter was issued a patent on the double 
carbon arc light in 1879. The device, it is 
admitted, is one of the most valuable in the 
long list of electrical inventions.

HOME FOR JUVENILE OFFENDERS 
SOORED BY THE OOMMITTEE, 


Majority Report Submitted to the Legis- 


lature Says It Is Extravagantly Con- 
ducted and a Loosely Governed State 
Institution=Management in a State of 
Dissension — Recommends the With- 
holding of Appropriations from It Until 
the Law for It Is Amended. 


Springfield, Ill., April 18.—In the House 
today Mr. Perrottet, from the Committee to 
Visit Penal and Reformatory Institutions, 
made the following report regarding the 
State Home for Juvenile Female Offenders: 


Your committee to visit penal and reformatory 
ee begs ieave to make the following re- 

rt: 

That March 15, 16, and 18, 1895, we visited the 
State Home for Juyenile Female Offenders, lo- 
cated at No. 3111 Indiana avenue, Chicago, Hl., 
and commenced a thorough -inquiry inte the af- 
fairs of the institution. In the examination con- 
ducted by your committee the Board of Trustees, 
the Superintendents, matrons, and a number of 
inmates were examined. We find that the re- 
formatory has been extravagantly managed from 
the start and that $23,040'of the maintenance 
fund has been expended to care for an average of 
eighteen girls for fourteen months since the first 
girls were received, Jan. 7, 1804;.that they have 
drawn $48,000 from the State Treasury and Jan. 
1, 1895, paid $16,000 back, making $32,000 kept 
for maintenance; and that they still have $8,060 
on hand and expect to draw the next quarter’s 
allowance April 1. This shows that they have 
used $23,940 of the maintenance fund to:care for 
an average of eighteen girls for fourteen months 
or $1,330 per capita. The trustees say that some 
of this maintenance fund was used to put down 
an artesian well at Geneva, alleging that water 
was part of the maintenance, u 
your committee believes that this and 
similar disbursements were a misappliance 
of funds—thouxh taking into account the fact 
that the inmates were fed on bread and water a 
g00d portion of the time might justify the ex- 
enditure for artesian wells. The records of the 
rnstitution show that only five girls have been 
committed to the institution by a court of record; 
that five girls were received without any author- 
ity of law whatever, they having been brought 
there by the President from the Evanston Indus- 
trial School and kent there for several months at 
the expense of the State; and that the remaining 
thirty-four girls were committed to said reforma- 
tory for terms ranging from one year to six months, 
ten months, and nine days by Justices of the 
Peace. This action on the part of the ‘Justices 
was made possible by the loosely-constructed law 
which passed the last session of the Legislature 
authorizing the establishment of said reformatory. 
Dissensions in the Management. 

Your committee finds theré have been dissen- 
sions in the Board of Managers from the start; 
that the gentlemen on the board have given abso- 
lutely no attention to the affairs of the institution, 
and that of the ladies of the board only two have 
given much time to its affairs, and that — 
Mrs. Wallace and Mrs. Holt—have Giaagreee e- 
tween themselves, and that since July Mrs. Wal- 
lace has ceased to take any interest in the manage- 
ment, and that Mrs. Holt has practically run the 
institution and is mainly responsible for the af- 
fairs as they exist at the present time. Your com- 
mittee also finds that the quarrel between mem- 
bers of the board was carried by them to the em- 
ployes and dissensions among them were carried 
to the inmates; that Jan. 1, 1895, the Superinmtend- 
ent, Mrs. Wickens, was forced to resign, and “irs. 
Fairchild employed as Superintendent, who, it ap- 
ears, had not the tact or ability to manage the 
nmates, and that she, with the advice and con- 
sent of Mrs. Holt, the Secretary of the Board of 
Managers, had prepared a dark room, furnished 
with a strong chain gtapled to the floor, and that 
girls had since that Time been forced into it and 
chained to the floor, some of them in, such a man- 
ner that they could not rise to their feet; that they 
were kept on bread and water from one to two y+ 
at a time: and in one instance it appears that the 
present Superintendent, Mrs. Dayton, whipped a 
girl while chained to the floor in a helpless condi- 
tion. 

From all the facts brought out during the in- 
vestigation your committee is satisfied that the 
reformatory as conducted since the opening at No. 
3111 Indiana avenue has been a failure, and that 
while no girls have been reformed some of the 
younger ones have been compelled to associgte 
with the more depraved ones and have actually 
become worse, and while we realize the necessity 
of a reformatory for girls, conducted under a 
proper law, with proper management, we believe 
no good results can be obtained as at present or- 
ganized. 

Would Withhold Appropriations, 

We therefore recommend that no further appro- 

riation be made for the Reformatory for Juvenile 

emale Offenders until the present law is so 
amended that no one can be deprived of their lib- 
erty except by a trial by jury in a court of record 
and the management has been thoroughly reor- 
ganized: and then only a reasonable amount per 
capita as compared with the other penal and re- 
formatory institutions of the State. And your 
committee would further recommend that all the 
girls now confined there on commitments by Jus- 
tices of the Peace be discharged, and that the Gov- 
ernor be requested to withhold any money now in 
the State Treasury to the credit of said forme- 
tory for Juvenile Female Offenders, and that said 
institution be closed until a suitable law can be 
passed placing said. reformatory on a basis equal 
to that of the State Reformatory for Boys at 
Pontiac. 

Your committee would further recommend that 
in changing the law it be so amended that the 
management of the institution shall be under a 
Board of Trustees consisting of three members, 
one of whom may be a woman.

4 What the Minority Reports. 

Mr. McConnell, on behalf of himself and 
Mr. Briscoe, the Democratic members of 
the committee, presented a minority re- 
port, saying that the unusually large ex- 
pense of maintenance was due to the fact 
that the Home for Juvenile Female Offend- 
ers was a new institution, having been in 
operation only fourteen months. Deducting 
the total amount expended at Geneva the 
minority say that only $10,493 was expended 
for maintenance from the time of opening 
the institution in November,: 1893, down to 
the date of the investigation. The minority 
report says the members of the board are 
inspired by a lofty and unselfish purpose; 
that the Indiana avenue building is wholly 
unsuitable for the home, being situated in 
one of the most public boulevards of Chica- 
go, ‘‘a constant reminder tg the inmates of 
their former condition* of unrestrained lib- 
€ " 

The building itself is pronounced unsuit- 
able. The minority are of the opinion that 
the recent disturbances were due largely to 
the location of the building, to a change of 
Superintendents, and to the unfortunate 
dissensions among members of the Board of 
Managers. The use of a chain is criticised 
by the minority as a wholly out of keep- 
ing with the purpose of the institution, but 
the explanation is made that the chain was 
used merely to restrain two girls who were 
extremely unruly. 

The minority object to the discharge of the 
inmates suggested by the majority, and 
recommend that the number of Trustees be 
reduced to five, two of them to be women, 
and that the board employ a male Superin- 
tendent, with a matron as assistant. 

Both reports were referred to the Commit- 
tee on Appropriations. 


LEAGUE MEETING PROMISES WELL. 


Gathering at Cleveland Will Be a Big Po- 
litical Event. 

Cleveland, O., April 18.—[Special.]—The 
convention of the League of Republican 
clubs, to be held here in June, will be the 
biggest political gathering in the history of 
the city ifnot of the State. Charles F. Leach, 
Treasurer of the committee making the ar- 
rangements,. said the advices he had re- 
ceived indicate that at least 15,000 strangers 
will be here. Of this number 2,000 will be 
delegates. Among the Republicans of na- 
tional reputation who will speak at the ban- 
quet are Gov. McKinley of Ohio, Gov. Hast- 
ings of Pennsylvania, Senator Lodge of 
Massachusetts, Senator Allison of Iowa, 
and Gen. Horace Porter of New York. 
Chauncey M. Depew is\not expected, as he 
contemplates a trip to Europe about that 
time. Neither ex-President Harrison nor 
Thomas B. Reed will be here, although they 
have been urgently invited, the former be- 
ing waited upon by a committee. Colorado 
will send a delegation to the convention. It 
will come on a special train to be known as 
the “‘ Solid Silver ”’ train.

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“The Parson o’ Dumfcrd,” a melodrama, 
dramatized by William D; Eaton and the au- 
thor from a novel by George Manville Fenn, 
proved to be an interesting and wholesome 
play at the Schiller yesterday afternoon, 
woere it was presented in a creditable man- 
ner—for novices—by the pupils of the Chi- 
cago School of Acting. The plot vaguely re- 
sem ies the Irish novel, **The Collegians,”’ 
by Gerald Griffin, better known to play- 
goers as *“* The Colleen Bawn” of Dion 
Boucicault. The main ingredient in the pres- 
ent piece is the disappearance of a young 
woman of humble berth under circum- 
stances like those of “The Colleen Bawn,”’ 
only that in this instance the scene takes 
plece in Yorkshire and the ending is both sur- 
prising and gratifying in its feiicity. The 
chief defect of ** The Parson o’ Dumford”’ is 
the lack of strong love iwt@rest; its strength— 
which is a rare one for a nelodrama—is that 
the interest of the audience is kept up until 
the end of the fifth -act—just before tne last 
curtain falls. Why the piece should be called 
‘** The Parson o’ Dumford’’ one cannot teil, 
because although the minister is an admira- 
ble specimen of the church militant in. En- 
gland, he is only an incidental figure. The 
principal figure is a sturdy workingman—an 
honest Yorkshireman—who stands in a 
self-respecting position between the clashing 
forces of capital and iabor. The representa- 
tive of discontented labor—the villain—is a 
sneaking individual of the Michael Feeny or- 
der, and would be considered:‘a caricature if 
placed in American iabor conditions, but is 
not an exaggeration in rural Yorkshire condi- 
tions. 

There are five acts in allin “The Parson o’ 
Dum ford,”’ the first two being slow in action. 
It would rot be difficult, however, to con- 
dense or expedite these. The climax of act 3 
is curious. The curtain goes duwn on a dark 
stage, a mystery being impressed on the spec- 
tators in the shape of the fate of the heroine. 
The presumption is that she nas been cast 
into a coai pit by the mother ot the young 
man who has wronged the _ girl. 
This is the mystery on. which no lght is 
thrown until the end of the fifth act. Through- 
out the fourth act the interest is cleveriy sus- 
tained despite the poverty of heroic action on 
the part of the youngsters. In the end the 
, spectators are sent away after having seen a 
skillfuily constructed melodrama which has 
portrayed a well-graded action—superior to 
that of the majority of British plays of the 
class. | 

The acting is, of course, to be considered 
rom the standpoint of the work of novices, 
and from that standpoint it calis for praise. 
To a practiced eye the authors of the play as 
weil as the beginners in acting, were indebted 
to Mr. Hart Conway, whose stage manage- 
ment was painstaking and most thorough, 
| He was rewarded with a call at the end of the 
performance, and the cail was deserved, for 
the material at bis disposai could not have 
been better handied. Several of “the novices 
should be mentioned, Miss Grace Root in 
the iow comedy role of a servant was nat- 
urally humorous and won credit’. by 
her unstrained efforts. Mr. Joseph 
L. Treacy in the ‘“heavy”’ part 
of the father was somewhat young .in appear- 
ance, at times too loud in utterance, but on 
the whole sincere and effective. Mr. James 
Eddy as the caricatured viilain had a difficult 
part, which he ns oe in an acceptable 
manner. An ungrateful rdie, too, was that 
of Mr. Richard Glaire, who was tne half-faise 
lover -of the play. Mr. Paul Gersun, who 
took it, showed giits of voice and presence. 
Mr. Edward Giliespie put strength and stiff- 
ness together into a country iover’s part. 
The clergyman was heartily playea by Mr. 
Alien Hoiton, whose physique hardiy war- 
ranted his tistic ‘exploits. Mr. Walter Greene 
did a smail character bit with vividness* in 
Noakes, the sexton.

George Kennan delivered his lecture on 
‘Camp Life in Siberia” last night at Central 
Music Hall. Mr. Kennan graphically de- 
scribed the.strange customs of the people of 
the frozen North, among whom he spent 
many months. In his long journey across 
the steppes of Sib eria, sleeping often in the 
open air when the thermometer registered 
“0 degrees below zero, Mr. Kennan gathered 
a store of interesting information and anec- 
dote. At one time the. temperature sank to 
68 degrees below zero, and the explorers 
were enabled to use frozen mercury for bul- 
lets. The dress of the natives consists en- 
tirely of furs. The marriage ceremony of 
the natives is most remarkable, and after 
witnessing one the explorers regarded a 
marriage certificate as indicative of quite as 
much personal bravery as the decoration of 
the Iron Cross. In that far-away land, 
where cakes of ice are used for window 
glass, a grand dance was given in honor of 
Mr. Kennan. The men attended in furs, but 
the women, with an inherent love of finery 
common to all lands, appeared clad in gor- 
geous calico. There*are no homes for the 
aged in Siberia, as the natives kill all who 
are too old to labor. The priesthood, too, is 
not without its trials, for if the revelations 
of the spirits are not to the liking of the na- 
tives the priests are flogged until the man- 
date from the other world is changed. A 
good sized audience listened to Mr. Kennan 
attentively and frequently applauded his ut- 
terances.

LADY HENRY SOMERSET'S 


RETORT. 


She Writes a Card to the American People 
on the Hicks Charges. 

Washington, D. C., April 18.—Lady Henry 

Somerset, the temperance advocate, has writ- 


ten the following letter: 

Reigate. Engiand—My attention has been called 
to the uatteriy unfounded charges made against 
me by a Mr. Hicks a few weeks since on the eve 
of my sailing for home. I do not consider it is 
necessary for me to go into any detailed refuta- 
tion of these accusations frequently reiterated by 
the enemies of reforms with which my name bas 
come to be associated: but if any of my 
American friends desire to ascertain the 
position I occupy with regard to the 
management of my London property’ will 
they do me the favor to seek for information 
from the Housing Committee of the London 
County Couneil. The ignorance of Mr. Hicks 
concerning the laws of English entailed property 
must be his excuse forthe absurd statement he 
makes about my country estates. I have legal 
information that his attack is libelous,’ but if all 
the libeis against reformers were brought before 
the courts weshould have but little time for 
more useful occupations. My experience of the 
fairness of the American press makes me contfi- 
dent that this communication will be widely cir 
culated, as an act of justice to -one who has re- 
ceived so many tokens of good will from the 
home foik of America, and who has always writ- 
ten and spoken as a friend and not a critic of tne 
newer England across the water. 

New York, April 18.—William E. Hicks 
lives in this city. He said tonight: 

Lady Henry Somerset is evading the charges I 
made. Nothing was said about her renting her 
property to liquor dealers. That’s her own ,busi- 
ness. But I did say she was publicly accused in 
the London press last fall of crusading against 
abandoned “women at the very time she was 
drawing rents from them. My principal charge 
against Lady Henry Somerset was that she was 
willing to reform anything except the special 
privileges that make her rich. 


SITE IS OPPOSED TO EQUAL SUFFRAGE, 
Mrs. Alice Houghton and Forty Sympathiz- 
ers Will Organize Soon. 

Mrs. Alice Houghton, a Chicago business 
woman, who was a member of the Board of 
Lady Managers of the Exposition, is a’ pro- 
nounced opponent of equal suffrage. She 
says she has at least forty sympathizers, 
and that at an early day they will organize 
for active work. She is a believer, however, 
in modified woman suffrage. She tnfoke it 
well for women to vote on educational and 
property questions, but believes it would 
be prejudicial to her interests and to the 
interests of society for her to enter the field 
of general politics. She has lived in Wash- 
ington, where female suffrage, after a trial 
of three years, was abolished. 4

It was a currency where the gold dollar was 
worth 100 cents and the silver dollar was 
worth 103 cents.

REPEAL THE INCOME TAX. 

It was thought by the internal revenue offi- 
cials that between 200,000 and 300,000 in- 
come tax returns would be made. The num- 
ber. uctually handed in is stated to be about 
110,000. Of these New York furnished only 
13.000, Philadelphia 7,000, and Boston less 
than 4,000. 
of persons and corporation: in those cities 
liable to pay the tax was very much greatef, 
It. seems as if after it learned that the 
Supreme Court had decided part of the law 
unconstitutional and wa: evenly divided as to 
the constitutionality of the remainder the tax- 
payers dec.ded not to put themselves to any 
trouble about the matter, to vo.unteer no re- 
turns, and tolet the government officers find 
them if they could. 

Of the 110,000 persons who have filed’ re- 
turns it is estimated that 10 per cent at least 
will pay no tax. Persons whose incomes -dre 
over $3,500 and under $4,000 have to fill out 
blanks. but are not taxable. Naturally per- 
sons belonging to that class will muke out 
their returns without being asked to do so, 
So the government w.il be fortunate if it, gets 
as much as $10,000,000. It can get more 
than that only by resorting t» an inquisitorial 
course, whizh wiil create the intensest bitter- 
ness and makéMthedaw even more odidus than 
it is. 

This being the coadition of affaifs and the 
law having failed utterly to meet the purposes 
of its authors, why fool with it any longer? 
When the Democrats began operations on 
their tariff bill they had in mind a reduction 
of duties which would cut the customs reve- 
nues in half. They had to devise some plan 
of making good;in. whole or in part that de- 
ficiency which was to be caused by their assauit 
on the protective principle and the industries 
of the country. 

The income taX suggested itself to the Dem- 
o¢ratic leaders and they took to it kindly, It 
was plain that it would fall most heavily upon 
those sections where the greatest industrial 
activity prevailed.

Socialists and Populists, fonder of talk- 
ing than of working, unwilling to labor and 
yet complaining constantiy of the greater 
labor, united 
cordially witfi the Democrats in the advocacy 
of a law for the taxation of all members of 
the community guilty of: the crime of having 
incomes over $4,000 a year. 

Never have hopes been more completely 
frustrated than those of the Democrats. 
Their customs duties. even. after taking sugar 
off the free list, have not produced the rev- 
enue they ahticipated. The advance in the 
whisky tax “benefited the trust but not the 
Treasury. Even if the income tax had been 
a success it would not have won over the Pop- 
ulists, for they ins:st now.on free silver. The 
tax, however, is a failure and not a success. 
It will not produce over a third of what it was 
expected it would. It creates discontent and 
indignation, but not revenue. 

No Democrat can conscientiously defend it 
any longer, not even from a party point of 
view: It has been a failure in every respect.

This is figuring on the basis of a 50 cent 
dollar. The bullion value of the silver in the 
dollar just now is a little more than 52 cents, 
but it has been down .to about 47, and for 
several months was be!ow 50 cents and nmiay 
be there again ere long. the actual value go- 
ing up and down with the almost daily varia- 
tions in the market price for silver. Asa re- 
sult of the change demanded by the free sil- 
ver extremists the people wou!d find the 
money ieftin circulation to have a buying 
power of little more than one-third its pres- 
ent power. The money would only enable 
the people to transact one-third of the amount 
of business now poss:ble by the use of the 
availabla money capital, or, say, about one- 
haif the present amount after making 
due allowance - for the idleness’. of 
part of our money, which is due 
to free silver and Populist agitation for cheap 
money and Democratic ayitation for * tariff 
reform.’’ The gold wouid not beiost. Part 
of it would be hoarded at home, and part go 
abroad to-pay debts and buy articles to be 
imported. But for all domestic purposes the 
gold would be asidieasif it were non-ex- 
istent. The people would be left with 1,112 
millions of silver and paper currency instead 
of the 1,637 millions they now have,and each 
of those 1,11” millions of dollars would have 
but half the buying and working power that is 
possessed by the dollar today. The result 
evidently would be a horrible contraction, a 
fearfu! paralysis of industry, because of the un- 
settling of values and the utter inadequacy of 
the money capital to keep the people at work. 

The silver mining crowd are coudting on 
this. They expect that would be the conse- 
quence, and they want it. Why? Because 
they believe the pressure for money would be 
so tremendous that all the silver they could 
produce for years to come would be wanted 
to fill the void thus créated at their instiga- 
tion. In order to make a market for their 
own product they deliberately propose to 
prostrate the American people inthe depths 
of industrial gioom and money scarcity, to 
make a million suffer for the benefit of one, 
and are trying by false pretenses to gain pop- 
ular approval of their nefarious scheme. 
They have. not even the excuse which. the 
farmers might have if the latter advocated 
the burning up of all grain in warehcuses, so 
that theré might bea better market for what 
was left on the farm. The pleaders for such 
an incendiary policy would be able to claim 
truly that the proposed benéfit would inure 
to a great number, while a mere handful of 
persons would reap ail the profit from the 
misery of the Nation causell by a plunge into 
silver monometallism. 


M’CONNELL’S FINANCIAL FOLLY. 

Ex-Judge McConnell says he ig a bimetal- 
list ‘* because he believes there is not enough 
gold in the world to make it a stable and sat- 
isfactory currency.’’ This is no reasun at All, 
as all the silver in the world is being used as 
money at the present time except what is used 
in the arts and the small stock ia the hands of 
speculators, and noboly proposes to dispense 
with the use of silver as money. Whatcan a 
man so astute as ex-Judge McConnell mean 
by such a declaration when he must kriow that 
the silver is allemployed to the same extent 
as all the gold isemp'‘oyed? And all the sil- 
ver in use in the big commercial countries 
‘which have restricted the coinage of silver is 
ein ployed at double itsactual value, being up- 
In ail 
other countries where the free cuvinage basis 
prevails the silver circulates only at its actual 
vaiue, which 1s about half the artificial value 
that it circulates at in the United States, 
Judge McConnell! ought to know these little 
facts, and if he did he would not have made 
tne observation quoted. Nobody wishes to 
abolish the use of silver, not even in thec oun- 
tries where the ratio is 15'¢ to 1, but only to 
limit it sufficiently té maintain the parity. In 
the United States we have some 650 million 
dollars in silver and Sherman Treasury notes 
issued against silver, ail of which is thus ar- 
tihcially he'd up, the amount of it being great- 
er than that of all the gold coin in the coun- 
try. 

Why does Mr. McConnel! ignore these facts? 
When a manlike him, who has been on the 
bench and obtained a reputation asa dis- 
criminating Judge, makes such assertions 
how can we hope that many less informed 
people will havea proper understanding of 
the currency question? His taik on the sub- 
ject is the,same kind of farrago that has been 
put into the mouth of a mere boy calied 
**Coin,’’ who has been coached and stuffed tu 
the point at which he can orate in parrot 
fashion, but say nothing better than a lot of 
nonsensical twaddle. ‘McConnell seems’ to 
be a disciple of the mythical “ Coin’’ and the 
real fellows who falseiy assume that silver is 
no longer in circulation ; that we have adopted 
gold money exciusively; that there is nat 
enough goid to go round; and that but for 
their efforts we would not. have a single silver 
coin in cirgulation. The article by Mr. Knott, 
copied from the Louisville Post into Tue 
Taipuys of yesterday, shows that since Ger- 
many stopped coining silver the annual prod- 
uct of gola has increased from 96 millions to

182 millions, the total quantity of gold in 
the world doubled, and that the United States 
alone has added 500 millions to the silver 
money of the world since 1878. It shows 
conclusively that ex-Judge McConne!! did pot 
know what he was talking about when he 
gave his alleged reasons for favoring a free 
silver declaration at the forthcoming State 
convention. 
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CLEANING OUT THE SINECURISTS. 

fhe new Commissioner of Public Works 
continues to make a good record. He does 
not let a day pass by without scraping off 
some barnacles and reducing the expenses of 
the city. It is necessary this should be done 
as speedily as possible or the appropriation 
for this department will be gone long before 
the end of the year comes. 

The appropriations for 1895 were made in 
March. Before the new administration came 
in a third of the year had gone by and only a 
third of the different appropriations should 
have been expended. The city authorities 
kfiew in January and February just- about 
how much money would be available during 
the entire year and they should-have cut their 
coat according to their cloth. They did not, 
They spent more than they should, and unless 


rigorous economy is practiced from now on 


inany of the appropriations will be used up 
by fall. By keeping too many men on the 
police force in defiance of the protests of the 
Finance committee, too, a disproportionate 
part of the sum allowed that department has 
been expended. 

The worst feature of the case is that so 
much of the money expended has been thrown 
away on men who did no work, and for many 
of whom there actually was no work todo, 
Wherever the Commissioner of Public Works 
goes he finds sinecures. Itseemsto have been 
the custom wherever-there was almost work 
enough for two men to appoint three, it be- 
ing made the nominal duty of the third to 
boss the other two. Then when it was felt 
necessary to make a place for some would-be 
tax-eater who had influence he was put in as 
an ‘“‘assistant’’ to the nominal boss. It is 
beginning to look much as if the number of 
men employed in this particutar department 
under the old régime was fully twice what it 
should have been. 

If the Department of Public Works had 
been run last year on purely business princi- 
ples by a private firm the operating expenses 
would nof have been half what they were, 
more work would have been done, and it 
would have been more satisfactory. As the 
employés would not have been assessed for 
the benefit of the Democrutic campaign fund 
their salaries would have been much smaller. 
Taxpayers do not always appreciate the fact 
that a large percentage of their taxes nom! 
inally appropriated for salaries really has 
been appropriated for political purposes—to 
help the Democrats carry elections. 

The Swift admipistration has a mandate 
from the people to cut. down expenses and 
clean out the loafers, to abolish the sinecures, 
and make the employés earn their pay. That 
is why the Commissioner of Public Works is 
80 active just now. By the time he gets 
through that department will have fewer men 
on its pay rolls, but the amount of work done 
will be increased. 

JAPAN AS A CHINESE CIVILIZER, 

Under the provisions of the treaty of peace 
between Japan and China it seems now to be 
settled definitely that Japan permanently se- 
cures Formosa afd the Pescadores, a group 
of smail islands west of Formosa, and for a 
time the occupancy of the Liao Tung Penin- 
sula. having Port .Arthur at its southernmost 
extremity and commanding the Pechili Gulf 
aud approaches to Pekin. 
fixed at 200,000,000 taelsin silver, equiva- 
lent to about 150 million dollars in American 
gold. Thus in territory and money Japan 
fares well, ; 

Japan’s material acquisitions, however, are 
of small account as compared with her evi- 
dent purpose to open up China to commerce 
and civilization. Under the provisions of the 
treaty the confusion in Chinese currency is to be 
done away with by the adoption of a unifofm 
standard tael... Foreigners will be permitted 
to introduce factories and machinery into 
China and to lease warehouses in the interior: 
Most important of all, however, is the provis- 
im posed 
upon foreigners transporting and selling goods 
in the interior, is to beabolished. Diplomacy 
has sought but 1n vain toget rid of this odious 
and oppressive tax which solong has been 
a barrier to toreign commerce. What 
it failed to do _ has been accom- 
plished by the stern decree of war. The 
Japanese in abolishingthis tax have broken 
down a large part of the Chinese wall. As 
these commercial concessions are to be shared 
by all nations they have opened China to the 
commerce ‘of the world and with that com- 
merce will come civilization. It is from this 
point of view that Japan is to be congratu- 
lated. All that China hag lost will in the 
future seem small when compared with its 
ultimate gain and the development of its vast 
territory and immense resources, All civil- 
ized nations willowea debt of gratitude to 
little Japan, for what all their diplomacy 
could not effect has been secured by the 
bravery and skill of its armies and the astute- 
ness of its government. ‘There can be little 
doubt that, if the truth were known, it would 
be found that Li Hung Chang, whom Gen. 
Grant pronounced one of ‘the greatest living 
statesmen and who sympathizes with modern 
progress and feels its necessity for his coun- 
try, not alone cordially sympathizes with this 
particular part of the treaty but had a hand 
in urging its adoption. It ma&fks the begin- 
ning of a new industrial and commercial 
epoch for China. , 
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HE OUGHT TO KNOW BETTER, 

Ex-Judge:McConnell has violated a rule of 
the bench to hear and consider both sides be- 
fore pronouncing judgment. -He has de. 
clared for free silver and tells why he does 
eo, but his alleged reasons only give one side 
of the case, and his statement is the garbled 
one made up by special pleaders, He says he 
is convinced there is too little gold in the 
world. to inake it a stable and satisfactory 
currency, and that “‘ gold alone does not fur- 
nish the necessary volume.’’ Does he wish 
to ve understood as claiming that the people 
of this country are trying to get along with 
gold exclusively? If so he is barking up the 
wrong tree. Nearly ail the currency he 
handies is silver, or paper 
silver and pledged only to be redeemed in 
silver, not even the ainbiguous word ‘*coin-”’ 
being used on the face of the silver certifi- 
cates. He speaks of the period from 1874 to 
1892 asthe time during which silver was 
‘*demonetized,’’ utterly oblivious of the fact 
that in the time named some 400 millions of 
silver dollars were added to our circulation, 
or fifty times more than had been coined by 
the United States in all the years previous 
to 1873. 

Mr. McConnell cites the Sauerbeck index 
tables to prove that there has been a big ‘*de- 
cline in the average price ”* of commodities in 
the last twenty-five years, but he does not tell 
to whom. that reduction has oecurred. Ap: 
parently he fancies that the declines noted 
have fallen in full force on the American pro- 
ducer. if so he is widely and wilaly mis- 
taken, for the price changes are due in large 
part to decreased charges for transportation, 
and in part to smaller cost of production as 
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. purchase clause,

measured in hours of human labor. Perhaps 
Mr. McConnell does not know that the gold 


. prices of the produce sold by the American 


farmer and received by the farmér average 
higher in this decade for about everything ex- 
cept wheat than they dia in. the years 1870 
to 1875, and has not stopped to think that 
the price of wheat may be affected by other 
things than the alleged ‘‘ demonetization ” of 
silver. He talks as a baby might ba supposed 
to babble in his remarks about taxes and sal- 
aries remaining the sameas they used to be, 
for if he had any sense at all he would know 
that the tax-eaters would be among the first 
to demand an increase in the event of our 
adopting silver monometallism. 

And what does he mean by saying that “‘ labor 
in its direct products suffers first and most,” 
that *‘ the laborer and the farmer are the first 
victims of falling prices’? Even if the state- 
ment were true in general it does not apply to 
the case under discussion, as itis notorious 
that the wages of labor increased aimost 
steadiiy from 1873 to 1892, and fell off later 
because of.fears that silver monometallism 
and free trade policies would prevail in this 
country under Demecratic rule. He has not 
the ghost of a reason for alleging that ‘** the 
demonetization of silver caused a great con- 
traction of currency.”’ Probably the gentle- 
man is not.aware of the faet that the circula- 
tion of $751,882,000 at the beginning of 
July, 1873, was $18.04 per capita of the 
population, while the circulation of $1,726,- 
994,000 at the beginning of last December was 
$23.72 for every one of the 69,010,000 men, 
women, and children estimated to be at that 
time living in the United States. If the ** dis- 
tinguished ”’ ex-jurist had taken the trouble 
to hunt up the facts instead of taking the ipse 
dixit of a special pleader for free silver he 
never would have made such a ridiculous dis- 
play of nis ignorance as he does in the allega- 
tion that there has been ‘‘a great contraction 
in the currency and consequent. depreciation 
of prices,”’ nor would the discovery. that his 
position is contrary to that held by a majori- 
ty of the Iroquois club have forced him to re- 
sign the Presidency of that organization.

!ILL-BRED CURIOSITY. 


WOMAN PAYS A HIGHER PRIOS FOR 
PUBLICITY THAN MAN. 


Why Should She Be Vivisected to Satisfy 
the Impertinent Curiosity of ‘the World 
at Large ?=Although Not Actually Led 


to the Stake She Often Practically Suf-- 


fers Martyrdom—Notoriety Not Desired, 
but It Is Thrust Upon Her by the Ne- 


cessity to Earn. 

Woman pays a higher price than man for 
publicity in any form. Men can afford to 
be: more indifferent to the world’s tongue, 
ana, besides, no one dreams of tormenting 
them with the impertinent questioning to 
which a woman in similar circumstances is 
subjected. One of the mast formidable foes 
a public woman has to combat, and one 
against which her shield of natural reserve 
is often an ineffectual weapon, is the ill- 
bred, though possibly well meant, curiosity 
of the world at large into her private life. 
eall it ‘‘ taking an interest.”’ To 
tauk¢@ an interest in public women and their 
characteristics is ngetural enough, but to 
wish to pry into the inner recesses of their 
private lives, to dig into their past, to ruth- 
lessly draw aside the curtain they would 
wish kept closed, is surely a cruel act, and. 
is far too common in a world which teems 
with kindness. 

Directly a new feminine name comes to 
the fore in any public branch—say in litera- 
ture—the questions at once arise, Who is 
she? What is she? Can you tell me any- 
thing about her? The one who can tell 
something about her is Jistened to eagerly— 
so eagerly that the temptation to draw on 
the imagination and lend 4 little local color 
is irresistible. ‘‘ Whispering tongues can 
poison truth,’”’ and, in this manner good 
names and reputations are gossiped away’ 
every day. Why should a& woman, because 
she has, by her own industry and talent, 
made a name for herself be worried with 
useless and idle questions by people who 
only meet her for a few hours in society and 
will probably never meet her again? 

People do not mean to be unkind, but they 
let their curiosity get thé betterofthem. If 
they cannot glean the information they want 
in by-ways, they go to the fountain-head it- 
self, and probe in a roundabout fashion until 
the public woman is plagued to death by 
their questions. She may not choose to tell 
much, and probably makes up her mind be- 
forehand to tell nothing at all; but to refuse 
to reply to certain questions gives rise to 
suspicion, and leaves the impression that 


there is something in the background, There-. 


fore the hapless victim (especially if there 
is something in the background) writhes be- 
reath the torture, and, if she is a nervous, , 
sensitive woman, suffers untold agonies. A 
literary woman gives the world in her books 
as much of herself as she cares*to give. She 
theows down no challenge, invites no com- 
ment but literary criticism, and why she 
should be vivisected to satisfy the curiosity 
ot the world at large is an open question. 


Why should the peculiarities of public wom- 


en, their love affairs, their places of abode, 
their dress, their domestic arrangements, in 
short, every detail of their private. affairs, 
be trumpted forth to the world? Kingsley 
suys: .“‘ The paist’s our own—no fiend can 
take that from us.”’ Our present and our 
future are ours too, and ours alone. One 
Woman of the writer’s acquaintance, hold- 
ing a public position, lately thought right to 
change her religion. This act, which one 
would have thought a purely personal affair, 
evoked so much criticism, and evolved her 
in so many disagreeable interviews, that, 
although not actually led to the stake, she 
hus practically suffered a martyrdom. 

It has been often said that all women love 
notoriety. This is not so. Too often it is 
thrust upon them by the necessity to earn, 
and when such is the case surely it is not an 
unreasonable request when the public wom- 
an asks to be allowed to cherish her one ewe 
lamb—the sacredness of her private life.— 
london Queen.

THEY ARE DOOMED TO DIE IN EXILE. 


King Cetewayo's Son and His Followers 
Must Remain on St. Helena. 

New York, April 18.—A message from the 
Isie of St. Helena says: Prince Dinuzulu, 
son of King Cetewayo of Zulu war fame. and 
his followers are likely to die in exile, like 
the great Napoleon, on this lovely isle. They 
were sent here after the Zuiu war, in which so 
many English soldiers and the young Prince 
Napoleon fell, The Zulu Prince was accom- 
panied by Chiefs Notabuku and Tshingana, 
their servants, wives, and children. They have 
been weaned from savage life and recon- 
ciled to civilized cuatoms, but all are wmiser- 
able in exile. The national government has 
twice consented to their release and the steam- 
er Umziki was sent necently to take the Prince 
and his followers back to Zululand. After the 
steamer left England afresh outbreak be- 
tween the Boers and Zulus in South Africa 
warned the British’ Government against re- 
leasing the Prince, and the British warship 
Swallow was dispatched to prevent the Zulu 
Prince from leaving the island. The Swallow 
arrived here while the Prince and his follow- 
ers were preparing for departure. Thus ends 
his dream of freedom, for another term of 
years at least. 


POPE CONDEMNS NEUTRAL SCHOOLS. 


Addresses a Letter to Canadian Bishops on 
the Manitoba Question. 

Rome, April 18.—The Pope, through the 
Congregation of the Propaganda, has ad- 
dressed a letter to the Canadian Bishops con- 
demning the. frequenting of Protestant or 
neutral schools by the Catholics of Manitoba. 

‘Winnipeg. Man., April 18,—Archbishop 
Langevin today said the only letter upon the 
subject of schools which he has received from 
Rome came from the Cardinal Vicar Ledo- 
chowski, a summary of which has been pub- 
lished; His Grace translated the passage in 
that letter which referred to ‘ Godless” 
schools as follows: 

Some have erroneously thought there is- no 
danger in those schools which are called neutral, 
and that Catholic children can be indiscrimi- 
nately sent to those schuols, but the véry fact of 
such institutions excluding the true and all other 
religions from their teachings inflicts a great 
wrong upon religion itself, and degrades it from 
the high position it occupies in every human 
life, and particularly the education of the young. 
Itis not right to say parents can supply private- 
ly the religion which should be part of the school 
routine.

How Two Boys’ Scheme for Buffalo Herding 
Failed to Pan Out. 

Ray Vance and John Lanning are two 
youths who have struck a new scheme and a 
police station. The usual businessof starting 
West with a eelluloid handled revolver and a 
dinner knife was tao tame for them. Being 
of maturer years, they decided that nothing 


short of repeating rifles would do 
for them, so they started out on a 
still bunt. After remaining all day on

Year of the Cross and Darkness at the 
Crucifixion. 

Chicago, April-14.—[ Editor of The Tribune. }— 
Prof. Colbert, in his learned article on these sub- 
jects, quotes from Ferguson's Astronomy as fol- 
lows: 

This, the 4746th year of the Julian period, was 
the fourth year of the 202d Olympiad, in which 
year Phlegon, a heathen writer, telis us there was 


the most extraordinary eclipse of the sun that ' 


was ever seen. What Phiegon here caiis 
an eclipse of the sun seems to have been the great 
darkness for three hours at the time of our Sav- 
ior’s crucifixion, . . . a darknes€ altogether 
supernatural, asthe moon was then in the side 
of the heavens opposite to the sun, and therefore 
could not possibly darken the sun to any part of 
the earth.’ 

Not only does Ferguson say here explicitly 
that there cou'd have been no eclipse of the sun 
at the time of the crucifixion. buat that fact is 
conceded generally by Christian as well as 
heathen ‘writers. Eusebius (Canon, Chron, 
Graece, Scaliger, p. 77) expressiy admits that 
such an eéclipse conid not have taken place. 
After citing a (doub:ful) passage from Thallus, 
in which Thalius is represented as testifying to 
the darkness at the crucifixion, Eusebius says: 

‘* [This darkness Thallus calls ap eclipse of the 
sun in the third book of his histories, but as it 
seems to me, very improperly, for the Jews keep 
the passover in the fourteenth day of the moon. 
wr ich time an eclipse of the sun is impos- 
5: D010, 

The eclipse, therefore, having been impossible, 
the only question remaining is as to the great 
darkness, lasting three hours. 

The author of the gospel, according to John, 
says nothing of the darkness at the crucifixion, 
though he gives a detuiled‘account of that event. 
The growth or rather decadence of this idea 
may traced by an attentive consideration of 
the gospels in their order. The acts of. Pilate, 
an apocryphal gospel which was undoubtedly 
earlier than any of the four gospels, speaks not 
only of the darkness from the sixth -to the ninth 
hour, but of an eclipse of the sun. The Gospel 
of Luke, which was probably :the first of the 
four, says merely: ‘“‘The sun was darkened.”’ 
In Mark and Matthew the sun is not mentioned, 
while in John the darkness is omitted alto- 
gether. 

That the statements in the synoptic gospels 
concerning the darkness at the crucifixien 
needed confirmation, was strongly felt by the 
church fathers, hence the attempt to sustain 
them by the testimony of heathen writers. 
Thallus was one of those selected, the other was 
Phiegon. the writer mentioned by Ferguson. 
Thallusis discredited by Easebius himself, in 
the very act of citing him as a witness. 

hlegon was a freed-man of the Emperor Had- 
rian, and wrote early in the sedo0nd century. 
Origen was the first who cited Phiegon as a wit- 
ness to the darkness. He did so cautiously. how- 
ever; and after the statement had been pointed- 
Jy denied he said they must not too positively 
maintain against heathen people that Phlegon 
spoke of the darkness which happened at the 
death of Jesus Christ. [Com. on Mat. 27, 45.] 
A hundred years after Eusebius cites Phiegon as 
a witness to prove that at the crucifixion * there 
was an eclipse of the sun, the greatest of any 
known before. Andit was night at the sixth 
hour of the day, so that the stars appeared in the 
heavens.” 

That this passage is to be added to the for- 
geries of which Eusebius is known to have been 
guilty is too manifest to require much considera- 
tion. In his eagerness to sustain the synoptic 
orp he has Phiegon testify to what he him- 
self elsewhere admits was an impossibility.

| OIL, SPECULATORS GET OVER THE SCARE. 


Disastrous Break to $2.17 Repaired 
Largely by a Rise to $2.44. 

Pittsburg, Pa., April 18.—The disastrous 
break in oil from $2.62 to $2.17 at the close 
yesterday so staggered brokers they were 
ready foranything today. The opening quo- 
tation was $2.25, and this was immediately 
followed by a sale at $2.40, an advance of 23 
points over yesterday’s closing. The Stan- 
dard again raised its price this morning, but 
only 10 cents. It now stands at $2.60, and 
for the first time since the boom struck the 
market the exchange price is below the Stan- 
dard's. Reports from all the fields indicate 
there is no cessation in activity and the pros- 
pecting for new territory goes on with un- 
abated zeal. At noon oil was quoted at £2.55 
bid. Speculators got over their scare of yes- 
terday. The market was steady and active 
all afternoon, but took a slight slump near 
the close: The highest point reached dur- 
ing the day was $2.57 and the lowest $2.35. 
It closed at $2.44 bid. 

Bradford, Pa., April 18.—It dawned on the 
people in Bradford today that yesterday's 
slump in oil was a move by the Standard to 
gobble up what few certificates there are in 
circulation, and it is said no fewer than 500 
of them were dumped on the market during 
the break. There are but 750 of them out- 
standing, and as soon as the remainder have 
been sold speculation in oil will be a thing of 
the past. Field operations continue® brisk, 
and will probably remain so as long as the 
pipe-line price remains above the $2 mark. 

Toledo, O., April 18.—The number of new 
rigs that are being erected in the Northwest- 
ern Ohio oil field is something enormous, 
and if the price of the crude product holds up 
anywhere near what it is now the oil trade 
will make this by far the greatest year in the 
history of the Trenton limestone field, 

Massillon, O., April 18.—{Special.j]—The 
news of the discovery of oil on Jacob Kurtz's 
farm in Pike Township was brought to town 
this afternoon and caused great excitemient.

FIND MANY TRACES OF THE CHICORA, 


Tug Thoroughly Searching the Head of the 
Lake—Some of the Results. 

At the request of the friends of the crew 
of the Chicora Capt. Ed Napier of South 
Haven chartered yesterday the tug Sun- 
beam, Capt. William Smith, and started 
on a cruise around the head of the lake in 
search of bodies and wreckage. The tug 
left Chicago at 1 o’clock and coasted south 
along the shore to Fiftieth street. There 
Capt. Napier went ashore in a small boat. 
Hiere he found considerable cabin work of 
the Chicora and’its green or starboard light. 
Iie also found a part of the green box in 
which the light was set. The remarkable 
thing about this find is that the other part 
of the box was found some-tjme ago at St. 
Joseph. 

At Fifty-ninth, street the tug stopped 
again. A barrel of flour, a part of the upper 
works, and one of the boat’s fenders were 
found. 

At the old World’s Fair pier, where the 
peristyle stood, cords of wreckage were 
found heaped on the quarter-deck of an old 
schooner that was wrecked last year in the 
heavy blow. In the wreckage found were a 
door, an electric Nght wire insulator, table 
legs, chair backs, pieces of roofing, mahog- 
any cabinet work, and a hatch. Cruising 
farther south off Manhattan Beach a seltzer 
bottle was found resembling that in which 
Iiengineer McClure’s alleged message was 
found. Capt. Napier will keep the bottle 
and compare it with the one in which the 


message was found. From South Chicago’ 


the cruise will be continued to St. Joseph, 
and where practicable Capt. Napier will 
skirt the shore in a buggy abreast the tug. 

A diver has been engaged to go from this 
city Sunday, and the work of searching for 
the hull of the Chicora will be begun Mon- 
day. Two large tugs and a hawser stretched 
between them will be used in the work., The 
diver will be ready to go down to examine 
the hull if it is located, which marine-men 
seem to think is improbable. 

An epidemic of bottle messages seems to 
have broken loose on Lake Michigan. Yes- 
terday afternoon a Lincoln Park policeman 
picked up a bottle on the beach containing 
a scrap of paper and took it to the office of 
the Park Board. The paper had the follow- 
ing written on it: 

‘*Come to the rescue of boat Ely, off St. 
Joe. Capt. Ey” 
The information was telephoned to the 
office of the Dunham Towing company, 
where the news was received contemptu- 
ously. There is a barge named 8. P. Ely, 
but it has not been in the vicinity of St. Joe 
since it was launched, and its Captain is not 
named Ely. There is no other craft on Lake 
Michigan shown in the vessel registers by 
that name. . 


NOTE FOR $300,000 BOBS UP AS ASURPRISE 


Executors of the Stanford and Fair Es 
tates Treated to a Surprise. 

San Francisco, Cal., April 18.—A note for 
$500,000, involving the Stanford and Fair es- 
tates, has bobbed up as a surprise to the at- 
torneys and executors of both. The note 
was forwarded by William G. Howell of New 
York, of whom nobody appears to have heard 


before, to the First National Bank for col- 


lection. J. S. Angus, one of the executors 
of ‘the Fair estate, said that last Monday 8. 
G. Murphy, President of the First National 
Bank, came to him with the note. It pur- 
ported to be drawn by Mr. Fair to the order 
of Leland Stanford. It was for $300,000, 
and was dated five years ago. President 5S. 
G. Murphy of the bank said he had written 
to W. G. Howell at his given address in New 
York, asking for the history of the note, As 
it does not fall due until- May 28, there is 
time for a full investigation. Business 
people generally view the note in the 
light of a hoax. The signatures have a 
quasi, genuine look, and may have been 
caused by tracing or clever forging. 
A suspicious’ circumstance is that a note 
should have been trusted to the ordinary 
mail and the sender should not identify him- 
self and explain the nature of the proceed- 
ing. Ex-Senator Fair had close relations 
with Senator Stanford when he sold the Nar- 
row Gauge railroad to the Southern Pacific, 
but that sale occurred in 1887, three years 
before the alleged notes were drawn. Be- 
sides that a careful business-man like Fair 
would have some record of such a note on 
his books,

REOBIVER M’NULTA GIVEN AUTHOR- 
ITY TO NEGOTIATE A LOAN, 


He Tells the Count $13,000 a Day Is 
Neéded' to Conduct the Business of the 
Whisky Trust-Profits Barely Sufficient 
to Pay the Cost of Production and De- 
mand Is Light=—S, M. Rice, the New 
President, to Be Elected by the Board 
of Directors. | 


Receiver McNulta‘of the whisky trust yes- 
terday asked and received the authority of 
the court to borrow $350,000 and also to 
new at maturity a note for "$50,000. In oe 
petition the receiver tells the court that for 
the next sixty days $13,000 a day will be 
needed to conduct the business of the trust. 
Sales are made between July and January of 
each year, but itis necessary in the other six 
months to manufacture goods. The court is 
told that profits are barely. sufficient to pay 


. the cost of production and that the demand 


is light. The indebtedness of the receiver 
embraces the following items: State and 
county taxes, $20,000; rentals, $20,000: in- 
surance, $65,000; and pay rolls for April and 
May, $15,000, 

The money the receiver is thus authorized 
to borrow will be advanced by the Reor- 
ganization committee on collateral securi- 
ty. They have already collected from the 
Proceeds of the two assessments on the 
stock $750,000." A like amount will be paid 
in, making $1,500,000, which is to be used as 
working capital. 

Gen. McNulta yesterday, in speaking of 
the $50,000 “note renewal, said: 


” The receivers found a maturing note in 
the German-roerican National Bank of 
Peoria for $45,000. Under authority of the 
court this note was increased to $50,000 and 
renewed for ninety days. On an occasion 
when quick action was required I used $2! 7 
000 borrowed money in New York, and re- 
paid it, with six days’ interest. The total 
sum borrowed by the ‘triple receivership 
and by the sole receivership was $30,000, 
$5,000 only of* which is now outstanding, 
and that is all that the receiver owes for 
borrowed money.

OIVIO FEDERATION HEARS REPORTS

The question of 
suppression of vice and the performance of our 
duties is a question of securing the services of 
those who are competent to devote all of their 
time and energy to this matter. We are fighting 
interests whicb represent a high form of organ- 
ization, sustained by avast amount: of money, 
and further sustained by a very large class of 
people who are sympathizers with tne criminal 
ciass, or, at least, indifferent to the efforts made 
to suppress them. I wish in conciuding this re- 
port to thank x A colleagues ou the committee 

or the great he . they have given me, and to 

assure the Civic Federation of my profound in-

NUCLEIN IS NOT UNKNOWN IN CHICAGO. 


It Has Been Used in Some Cases of Diph- 
theria with Good Results, 

Nuclein as a remedy for disease resulting 
from germ poison, experiments with which 
are reported from New York, is not unknown 
to Chicago physicians. Dr. J. A, Wesener 
said of it: 

I have used nuclein in diphtheria in a few 
cases with good results. Dr. Vaugban has per- 
formed some fine experiments on animals with 
nucieinic acid. He injected the animals tirst with 
pure cuitures of tubercle baciili and followed it 
with injections of nucleinic acid. The animals 
did not succumb to the disease, whereas those 
not injected with nucleinic acid died. 
The anima! extracts being used now are proteid 
nucleins. These are given, for example, in cases 
of enlargement of the thyroid gland and in ieuk- 
aemia. The use of bone marrow extract has 
been used in cases of leukaemia-.and has pro- 
duced an increase in the red cells of the blood. 
We do not know anything yet about composition 
of anti-toxines. We know the results, but do not 
know the properties that produce the results. 

Nucleinic acid is a powerful germicide and 
stimulates celular ptoduction. It is an acid 
found both in vegetable und animal life. Any 
organ rich in cells is rich in nucleinic acid. The 
nucleinic acid extracted from the spleen differs 
from that extracted from the thyroid gland. The 
probabilities are they are the same chemically 
excepting in the atomic arrangement. They are 
what would be calied a homologons series. 
The acid itselfisfound in the nucleus of the 
cells. It is this nt that protects us from dis- 
ease. The white blood cell has the power of 
secreting this acid whenever a poison is intro- 
duced into the circulation, and bas the effect of 
neutralizing the poison. 

Nuclein is obtained from brewer's yeast by 
macerating it with a weak solution of 
caustic potash, which is then filtered 
and precipitated from the solution with 
dilute hydrochioric acid. It is purified by re-

| HOW THEY LOOK AT NEW STATE IDEA. 


as at Se at + 
Some of the Cities Think It Great; Others 
Call It Ridiculous. 

Ashland, Wis., April 18.—[{Special.]—The 
proposed State of Superior, embracing the 
Upper Michigan peninsula, that portion of 
Wisconsin north of Green Bay and Shell 
Lake, and of Minnesota east of the line 
running between Duluth and the Lake of the 
Woods, has been a hobby in this region for 
the last five years. It is the richest iron, 
copper, and timber region in the United 
States, including the Rainy Lake gold fields, 
the Mesaba and Gogebic iron range, anda 
wealth of undeveloped minerals and two 
harbors. Duluth, Superior, Ashland, Mar- 
quette, Escanaba, and the Soo are the prin- 
cipal cities, and the entire region is too re- 
mote from the State government of Minne- 
sota, Wisconsin, and Michigan. Everything 
in this region looks to Lake Superior for an 
outlet. The legislators of three States and 
Congress will be asked to create the State. 
There is overwhelming sentiment here in 
favor of the scheme, and in a careful can- 
vass of business-men in the city this after- 
noon not one could be found opposed to the 
scheme. . 

West Superior, Wis., April 18.—[Special.] 
~The people of this section do not look 
upon the scheme to carve a new State out 
of Wisconsin, Minnesota, and Michigan, as 
suggested by Capt. McDougall, as feasible, 
though it is quite generally admitted that 
such’ a State, would have many advantages 
for the adjacent mineral sections over the 
present three States’ plan. The new State 
question comes up frequently in various 
forms and is regarded as a fancy. 

Bayfield, Wis., April 18. — [Special.] — 
Frominent citizens in this vicinity are al- 
most unanimous in favor of the new State 
scheme, taking part of Wisconsin, Michi- 
gan, and Minnesota. It would bring the 
logging, mining, and shipping interests 
of this section under one head, and conse- 
quently benefit this part of the country. 

Duluth, Minn., April 18.—[{Special.]—The 
project for the formation of a new State to 
be carved out of parts of Minnesota, Wis- 
consin, and Michigan is considered as ridic- 
vlous. The scheme has been advanced time 
after time and has never amounted to any- 
thing. The discussion of the plan is consid- 
ered as idle as that for cession by Minnesota 
of Duluth to Wisconsin. It is considered 
one of Capt. Alex. McDougall’s standing 
jokes. . 

Hancock, Mich., April 18.—[Special. ]—The 
citizens of Houghton County do not favor 
the scheme of forming a new State from 
parts of Michigan, Wisconsin, and Min- 
nesota, but would like to see a new State 
formed composed of the Upper Peninsula of 
Michigan exclusively. People of this vicin- 
ity prefer to remain as they are rather than 
have the burdens of Duluth and Superior 
thrown upon their shoulders.

ENGLISH INVESTORS BADLY SCARED. 


Effect of the Free Silver Agitation on 
American Securities. 

St. Paul Press, April 17: Following is a 

private letter written by a London banker 

to a friend in this city. It throws a flood 


} of light.on the causes of the decline of Amer- 


ican securities in the LO/ndon market and on 
the gradual withdrawal of English capital 
from American investments. It is all the 
result of the free silver agitation in this 
country and of the impression created in the 
minds of many English investors that it will 
end in the unsettling of our currency. The 
letter is interesting, too, from another point 
of view as indicating the attitude of English- 
men who do not share these views towards 
American investments in general: 

My Dear Sir;, It Is long since I have had 
occasion to white to you. But you may like 
a short letter on general conditions here, and 
if you are disposed to give mein return your 
confidential opinion of things on your side I 
shall be obliged. 

There is a little better feeling here owing 
to the rise in silver and wool, and the feel- 
ing that wheat and cotton have touched 
bottom. The rise in. silver and in “ rupees ”’ 
(i. e., Indian government silver bonds), is 
chiefly owing to the prospegt of peace be- 
‘tween China and Japan, but partly also to 
the feeling that silver may yet get something 
through your legislators at the expense oft 
gold. This is causing some parties of my 
acquaintance to clear out quietly,the last of 
their securieties payable in United States 
currency, even such things as good dividend 
paying shares like Chicago and Northwest- 
ern. I hear one authority says he expects 
to live to see a premium of 10 to 20 per cent 
on gold again in New York. Of course En- 
gland stands to win enormously if your leg- 
islators. do anything of this kind, through 
the rehabilitation without. cost to us of our 
Indian exchange, and we have had ample 
time to arrange that our capital in America 
should be mostly repayable in gold. 

By far the most important event, financial- 
ly. is the large amount of money made in 
South Africa. One friend of mine has cer- 
tainly cleared 11,000,000 in: addition to the 

‘1,000,000 to £2,000,000 he had already. The 
I*rench have taken and paid for vast masses 
of gold mining shares at enormous profits to 
London. Amongst them are some that are 
too high, and which may lead to worry. But 
the bulk of them are solid properties, as the 
monthly returns of gold extracted show.

BOTH SIDES MAKE OONOESSIONS ON 
NEW FREIGHT SOHEDULE. 


‘Railroads and Merchants Get Together and 


at Today’s Conference All Differences 
May Be Harmonized—Railroad and 
Warehouse Commissioners Will Then 
Approve It=Bondholders Show Confi- 
dence in the Adams Northern Pacific Re- 


organization Committee. 

Springfield, Ill., April 18.—[Special. ]— 
There is a good prospect tonight that the rep- 
resentatives of the railroad companies and 
the Chicago wholesale men wiil agree on a 
schedule of ‘rates and a classification which 
will be approved by the Railroad and Ware- 
house Commissioners, with the consent of 
the Governor. Thé schedule as presente? to the 
railroad men last night showed a difference 
in over sixty-five items between the schedule 
as practically agreed on in Chicago some 
time ago. Gov. Altgeld expressed a desire 
that the interests in question harmonize their 
differences. This work has been in progress 
all day, the raflroad men and ehippers alike 
making concessions. Itis believed now an 
agreement will be reached, and the confer- 
ence will come to an end tomorrow. The 
Railroad Commission will then take the 
schedule and classification and have them 
printed before they are finally approved. 


BON DHOLDERS EXHIBIT CONFIDENCE. 


Apparently Pleased with Northern Pacific 
Reorganization Committee. 

Acrording to the agreement of the Adams 
reorganization committee of the Northern 
Pacific railroad, bonds deposited under -that 
agreement can be withdrawn during the pres- 
ent month upon payment, pro rata, of the ex- 
pense of the committee. No second mort- 
gage bonds had been withdrawn, nor any con- 
solidated mortgage bonds. Of the last named 
there ‘have been during the month almost 
daily deposits, of which the committee holds 
about $1,000,000 in excess of a majority. 
There have been withdrawn during the month 
$13,000 by John S. Nisbet, secretary of the 
tirst mortgage bondholders’ committee; 
$4,000 by Dick Brothers & Rea, and $2,000 by 
a brokerage heuse friendly to the committee, a 
total of $19,000. The deposits of thirds, 
during the month:have been in excess of the 
amount withdrawn. The Mercantile Trust 
company, which is the depository of the com- 
mittee, has been notified by a brokerage firm 
that it might withdraw $15,000 of the third 
mortgage bonds, but is reluctant to pay the 
charge of 3-10 of 1 per cent for expenses. 
Bondholders have no longer an opportunity 
to withdraw their bonds until a plan of reor- 
ganization has been submitted for their ap- 
proval, unless the publicasion of such plan 
should be delayed beyond Oct. 1 next.
